Spray Stops 
Potato Blight Losses 



Losses ia the Kentucky potato 

crop through the attacks of lnte 
blights which nr.nually reduce the 
yield of spuds on many farms mny 
be stopped by spraying the crop 
with Bordeaux mixture, according to 
J. S. Gardner, extension specialist in 
vegetable yardening from the Col- 
lege of Agriculture. The disease is 
worse in some years than in others, 
but there are always loose spores of 
it which liw through the winter in 
many ways :nin attack the potato 
< »op when the prooor kind < f weather 
arrives. Hot. muggy days are fa- 
vorable ones for attacks' of blight. 

The Bordeaux mixture spray mny 
be prepared at home by combining 
copper sulphate, lime nnd water or it 
may be bought ready mixed. The 
sprayer may be o bucket pump or n 
barrel pump, the important thing be- 
ing to get sufficient pressure to 
make a misty spray which should be 
driven, with force enough to reach 
into the* plant thoroughly covering it. 
On areas larger than four acres it 
is of advantage to have nn engine- 
driven pump. Potato growers who 
have had losses by the attacks of 
blight may secure information as to 
the proper spray nnd the apparatus 
necessary to apply it by writing to 
the Experiment Station, Lexington.

"SPIRIT GRAIN" 
FOUNDED HOMES 

Growing Corn Made Fixed Habita- 
tions Necessary for Erstwhile 
Roaming Indians 

Corn, or Indian Maize,. is credited 
by students of Indian legends with 
being responsible for the first Amer- 
ican homes, nnd also for woman's 
first important economic contribu- 
tion to society in North America. 

Fixed places of habitation near 
the fields where the "Spirit Grain" 
wos planted and cairdd for were 
necessary, and to these primitive 
homes the hunters returned from 
their quest of game. - It was here 
that the ripened grain was stored 
to be dispensed for the family needs 
and in hospitality during the winter 
months, and 1 the nrstwhile roving 
Indians thus became homcninkcrs. 

Women planted, cared for and 
Slithered the grain. This labor was 
not compulsory, hut was assumed 
os a privilege nnd as a rightful 
share of responsibility to offset the 
continuous labor of men in provid- 
ing meats, and skins for clothing 
hv the chase. It was also the priv- 
ilege and duty of Indian women to 
prepare com for food in palatable 
and nourishing forms. Hominy and 
Succotash are Indian dishes, ns are 
manv of the preparations of corn 
menl in use today. 

To these primitive people, nour- 
ishment was the first consideration 
nnd the strongest possible recom- 
mendation of the value of corn, the 



nation's most economical food, is 
that the "traveling" ration of the 
Iroquois, carried on hunting expe- 
ditions and by war parties, con- 
sisted of parched corn and maple 
MU pounded and sifted fine. A 
quarter of n pound of this sugared 
menl diluted in a pint of water was 
a meal, ond served to maintain the 
bodily vigor.— Tom Chivington for 
Con B ulletin. , »»*
